John P. Carroll, a Criminal With a Long Record, Played on 
the Feelings of a Factory Official at Leavenworth — Now He 


Is Free, But 


His Hideo: Is In the Hands of the Lay.

LEAVENWORTH, Kansas. 
HE recent escape of 
John P. Carroll from 
the Féderal Peniten- 
tlary here, one of 
the most remarkable 
in the records of the 
prison, was effected, 
facts pieced together 
by investiga- 
tors have revealed, 
: by the coming to- 
WU gether of two per- 
sonalities, Carroll, a clever, shrewd crook, 
and Charles N. Thompson, assistant super- 
intendent of the prison shoe factory, a kind- 
ly man, simple and deeply sentimental. 


Thompson had long been known as a good 
shoe man. He made his name in his chosen 
trade in St. Louis, where he worked for sev- 
eral firms. He was known as a capable and 
efficient worker and as a genial! and pleas- 
ant boss. 

He made many friends, too. He had no 
faults or vices, was a good mixer, and sym- 
pathetic, always ready to listen to the trou- 
bles of his friends. Fastidious in his per- 
sonal habits, he dressed immaculately but 
soberly. 

When, as was inevitable for a man of his 
tempérament, he decided to marry, he chose 
for his wife a widow, left-penniless with a 
little daughter in her home in Murphy&boro, 
Illinois.

He did not brush against the law again 
until a year ago. With his wife, he left a 
trail of forged checks from Seattle, Wash- 
ington, to Tulsa, Oklahoma, where he was 
caught at last by postoffice agents. He and 
his wife were sentenced to seven years each, 
Carroll going to Leavenworth and his wife. 
Mabel, to a women’s prison farm near Kan- 
sas City, where Federal prisoners are occa- 
sionally placed on contract with the Govern- 
ment. 

Carroll had served but eight months of his 
sentence when he came in contact with the 
kindly superintendent. How he first secured 
his hold over Thompson is not definitely 
Known. 


Warden White, following Carroll's escape, 
has revealed a significant fact in the as- 
sistant superintendent's past that had not 
been known. Thompson had at one time 
been involved in the unlawful possession of 
acar. His sentence had been suspended. 


It is the Warden's opinion that in some 
way Carroll learned of this one shadow in 
Thompson's life. It is possible that he be- 
gan his campaign to use the prison super- 
intendent with vague threats. 

At any rate, the clever crook had care- 
fully appraised his man. He began a defi- 
nite campaign to. enlist 
scheme for his escape. 

Under cover of various pretextsa, he found 
a chance to talk to Thompson. He unfold- 
ed to him, when he had sufficiently gained 
the Kindly man’s confidence, the story of a 
cache of $68,000, buried near Memphis, Ten- 
uessee. He substantiated this, aocording to 
the record which Warden White has pleced 
together, with forged clippings and letters. 


Thompson in a 


To a man on a $2000-a-year civil service 
job $68,000 must have seemed a huge sum 
of money. There were the years stretching 
ahead when he would grow old and be re- 
tired. There was the little girl, too. Car- 
roll was cautious at first, Thompson hak 
since revealed. He made no promises at 
first 

He merely pointed out the desirability of pos. 
sessing half of $68,000 by such a very slight 
effort. Growing bolder, he held out a defi 
nite offer of half the sum. He played upon 
Thompson's sympathy, too, and told him of 


his wife, who was held at the 
prison farm. 

Thus was Thompson 
brought a step closer to the 
project that had formed long 
ago tn Carroll’s mind. The 
kindly Thompson agreed to 
carry letters to Carroll's 
wife, a violation of prison 
rules. At the women’s prison 
farm he met, through Mrs. 
Carroll, a woman employed 
there as a clerk. He became, 
according to Warden White's 
account, interested in her. 

As gradually these motives 
gainéd impelling. force, as 
Thompson turned them over 
in his mind, the project ad- 
vanced to the stage of a defi- 
nite plan. Warden White 
has evidence indicating that 


the four, CarroY and his

Carroll was 
able to make it all 
sound glib and 
easy. So persua- 
sive were his ar-

Thompson direct- 
ed one of the con- 
victs in his em-

When completed, 
he inspected it 
carefully and then 
ordered the pris- 
oner to reduce its 
size by one-half. 

Later on the 
same day, when the prisoners had left the 
workshop for their cells, Carroll squeezed 
his 5 feet 61-2 inches of bulk into the 
box, which was about 16 inches wide, 23 
long and 27 deep. Thompson nailed it se- 
curely shut, addressed it to a Kansas City 
firm, and directed one of the prison delivery 
men to take it to his rooming house, where 
he would have an express man call forit. He 
warned the man to be extremely careful in 
handling it. 

For some time the box containing the pris- 
oner stood on the sidewalk outside Thomp- 
son's rooming house. Returning at his cus- 
tomary hour in the evening, hé@ asked two 
men from a neighboring poolroom to help 
him carry it up to his room. 


EANWHILE, at the prison Carroll 
AY been missed. Warden White tel- 
ephoned Thompson to ask him to 
bring out his keys so that a thorough search 
of the shoe factory might be made. Thomp- 
son came at once, and although the Warden 
noticed that he was extremely nervous. he

N MANY a hilltop 
in California there 
stands a huge 
white cross that 
silhouettes itself 
against the asure 
sky. These crosses are en- 
countered in unusual places 
and those who are not fa- 
miliar with their history are 
wont to speculate regarding their origin and 
to ask numberless questions as to their 
purpose. 

Newcomers to California who have gained 
a smattering of the early history of the State 
and have learned that in the days of the 
Spanish occupation such crosses were by no 
means infrequent, are apt to attribute the 
present symbols of Christianity to early 
Spanish sources. 

This belief is retained by them until 
Easter Day, when they learn that these 
crosses are the object of pilgrimages .of vast 
numbers of persons who attend the Easter 
sunrise services that in the last decade have 
become euch a great part of the religious life 
of California Christians of all creeds. 

These sunrise services on Easter morn- 
ing are held in many sections of the State. 
Nearly every community has such a hill-top 
cross in its vicinity, to which the residents 
of nearby communities repair for the serv- 
ices, which are attended by many thousands 
annually. 

The first of these services was held as 
early as 1909. They had their origin in the 
‘southern part of the State and since then 
they have spread to all sections from the ex- 
treme northern border to the Mexican line 
near San Diego. 

It: was thus leas than 20 years ago that 
the first services were held by a few reli- 
gious persons who climbed Mount Rubidoux, 
at Riverside, in the early dawn of that far- 
off Easter Day. So impressed were they by 
the significance of the event that they de- 
cided to make the pilgrimage an annual 
Inetitution. 

At that first service there was no cross 
on the top of the mountain. But aince then 
this lack has been supplied and the sur- 
roundings have been beautified until the 
rocky eminence has become a locality of 
real beauty and charm. 
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The origin of the Easter sunrise services 
are traced back to the suggestion of the 
late Jacob A. Riis, made on one of his 
trips to California. 

According to the best-informed authori- 
ties, Rils made his suggestion to Frank A. 
Miller, a resident of Riverside, with the re- 
sult that the firat services were held on 
Mount Rubidoux on Waster morning in 
1909. For this service a special poem was 
written by the Reverend Henry Van Dyke 
called ‘Guard of the Open Air.’ This poem 
now figures as part of the annual services. 


from the east bank of the Santa Ana 

River, to an elevation of 1364 feet, 
Mount Rubidoux dominates Riverside and 
the surrounding valley. Its highest peak is 
set with a rough-hewn wooden cross dedicat- 
ed to Fra Junipero Serra, founder of the 
California miasions. 

According to tradition, the Indians of 
early times held religious ceremonies on the 
mountain, the purpose of which was to 
pledge the neighboring tribes to live peace- 
fully in the valley under the religious lead- 
ershipe of the Jurupa Indians of Mount Rub- 
idoux, whore name meant peace. 

The ceremonies, it is sdid, were held at 
sunrise in honor of the sun. The sacred sac- 
rificial rock, around which the celebration 
was held, is now in the patio of the Mission 
Inn here. 

The mountain, which strikingly resembles 
the Acropolis, is known and loved by hun- 
dreds of thousands through the civilized 
world; and it has been an inspiration to 
many famous people. The song, ‘The End 
of a Perfect Day,’’ was written by Carrie 
Jecobs Bond after a visit to Mount Rubi- 
doux. 

To be seen on the mountain, besides the 
Serra cross, are the Miller Testimonial! 
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A Cross on the Summit of

Bridge and Tower, dedicated to world peace, 
St. Francis Shrine, Huntington Rock, Loring 
Rock and various commemorative tablets. 
An eaeily negotiated automobile road winds 
to the summit, from which remarkable views 
of the Valley aities, the Santa Ana River and 
the distant mountain range are obtainable. 

There {s something symbolic in these serv- 
ices to those who annually make the pil- 
grimages. To them it is like making a toil- 
some journey up Calvary, the Mount of the 
Cross. It is with an intense feeling of rev- 
erence and awe that thousands of men and 
women and children climb to the top of these 
low mountains tn California and take part 
in the services. 


croases are erected on the California hill- 

tops. The purpose is clear. For Christ 
himself made the pilgrimage up the steep 
sides of Calvary on that memorable occa- 
sion nearly 2000 years ago. To those who 
make pilgrimages here in California it is like 
fol Bering in the footsteps of the Redeemer 
and thus these services have come to have 
deep religious meaning. 

The holding of the services exactly at sun- 
rise is to symbolize the mtracie of the res- 
urrection. Pagan and Christian, Jew and 
Gentile stand eide by side, for none is 
barred. All worship at the shrine and bow 
down before the symbol of the faith that 
has such vast power over the human race. 

More and more of these services are held 
in the State each year. And as they become 
better known throughout the West the cus- 
tom is spreading to other states on the Pa- 
cific coast. Within the last two or three 
years such services also have been held in 
several places in both Oregon and Wash- 
ington. 


|: IS, therefore, not by chance that these 


A few years ago the rocky eminence near 
Honolulu called the Punchbowl became the 
scene of an Easter sunrise service. The cus- 
tom was transplanted there by Californians 
who had been accustomed to attend the serv- 
ices in their native State. 


One of the most recently established serv- 
ices is that at Hollywood, where a large 
amphitheater called the Hollywood Bow] is 
utilized for the purpose. Here each year a 
huge altar {s erected and a unton service 
held that is attended by upward of 40,000 
persons. 


Not many years ago a huge rock altar and 
& great white cross were erected on the top- 
moet tip of Mount Helix, not far from San 
Diego. A devout woman of the city sup- 
plied the money needed to make this moun- 
tain top shrine one of the most beautiful 
outdoor places of worship in the world. 


In the heart of the residential district of 
San Francisco there rises a conical) shaped 
hill that in the early days ‘of the city was 
called Lone Mountain. It bore this name 
until the death, some years ago, of Profes- 
sor George Davidson, a noted geographer 
and scientist, when it was renamed Mount 
Davidson in his honor. 


HEN the custom of holding Faster 
WV sunrise services spread to San Frapn- 

cisco; this low mountain was selected 
and on its crest a huge white electrically 
lighted cross was erected. The original 
cross stood for several years until it was 
accidentally burned due to crossed electric 
wiring. 


The burned cross has since been replaced 
by an even larger one, whose white silhou- 
ette is one of the points of interest about the 
city. Standing as it does on its hill unob- 
scured by either trees or buildings, it may 
be seen from many sections of the city. It 
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stands out in bold relief 
against the intense blue of 
the sparkling California sky. 

In other citles of the San Francisco Bay 
region, services will again be held this year. 
Over in Berkeley they will be held in Crag- 
mont Rock Park in the Cragmont Hills above 
the city. Here an altar has been erected 
and provision made for a large choir. 


Joint services were held here for several 
years prior to 1921 when the park became 
the property of the City of Berkeley. Since 
than much work has been done to make the 
surroundings a fitting place for the serv- 
ices. The crest of the rock is high above 
the city and affords a aplendid view of the 
entire bay district and far out to sea through 
the Golden Gate.

Many of those from nearby who attend 
these services begin to come as early as mid 
night. Many who come from a distance are 
on the road the day and evaning before. Now 
that the automobile has become the unk 
versal means of transportation in California 
at all seasons of the year, the attendance has 
become greater and greater. 


Roads leading to the top of these Mounts 
of the Cross are usually crowded with m#& 
chines and with pedestrians during most of 
the night before Easter morning. Motorists 
usually leave their cars parked at the foot 
of the mount. From there they join those 
who make the remainder of the journey 08 
foot. 


While the services vary in some degree at 
each of the places where they are held, the 
generally accepted program begins with & 
chorus of trumpeters exactly at sunrise. This 
is usually followed by a hymn in which the 
huge congregation of the devout join. Thea 
comes a variety of sacred orchestral selec- 
tions, followed by a silent prayer and & 
prayer led by some noted divine. Usually 
there aleo is an address by some orator of 
note and a short sermon by a minister oF 
priest selected for the occasion. 

The singing of selections by children and 
other orchestral selections usually closes the 
service.

At most, their equipment is 
a cotton blanket, a frying pan, a coffee pot, 
tin cups, an ax and a Nour sack half filled 
with cornmeal, sowbelly, coffee, sugar and 
salt. This, with gun and ammunition, or 
fishing tackle, is all they will burden them- 
selvea with. But they are hardened. I have 
seen them sleep out in night-long rain, or in 
sleet and snow, with no blanket and no 
shelter. That is one wey of roughing it— 


pigging it. 


carrving too much. One of those na- 

tive woodsmen could carry a 60 or 70 
pound sack all day in the mountains with- 
Out overstrain. I can't. And I wouldn't if 
lcould. There's no sense in making a pack- 
mule of one’s self and°calling it a pleasure 
trip. 

The pack should be light, but right. In 
the mountains, a superfluous ounce in the 
morning is a pound before night. There 
should be no floppy articles of equipment 
that will dangle in the way when one stoops 
Over; nothing sticking out from pack or 
person to snag one in the laurel. 

Through years of experience. by trial and 
error, I have found out what I really need 
in the woods, and, quite as important, what 
lean do without. My own pack weighe just 
26 1-2 pounds, including three days’ rations. 
The kit I am about to list is made up of 
articles that can be bought ready~made in 
sporting goods stores. This outfit, with three 
days’ rations. foots up only an even 29 
pounds. Add a pound of your own belong- 
Ings that you fee! you can't do without, and 
call it a 30-pound pack. 

With that outfit I can go anywhere, alone, 
at any time between Apri! 1 and November 
1, and be independent of all human aid. 
With 10 pounds more of foodstuffs, I can 
Stay out a week, and fare well, without a 
bite of game or fish; or two weeks, if the 
bunting and fishing are good. 

This is how I go about it:

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and woolen socks. Some prefer cotton o, 
silk. I put on a woolen shirt of army pat- 
tern—in fall or winter it is a lumberman’s 
stag shirt of Mackinaw. Around my neck is 
&@ large silk kerchief, loosely tied. This 
makes a good bandage for major injuries 
and is useful in other ways. 

I wear kbaki or duxbak breeches, cut 
loose at the waist for expansion and loose 
at the knee for mountain climbing. To bind 
the abdomen is bad, and to bind the knees 
is ruinous in mountaineering. The breeches 
are supported by suspenders of the sort that 
are worn under the shirt. They hitch on 
to a single button on each aside of the inner 
band of the breeches; but I have extra but- 
tons sewed on, so that {f one gives way there 
is another to take its place. 


My belt, too, fits loosely. It is a carrier for 
eheath-knife. match pouch and sometimes 
other samal!l articles. 

I do not wear high-top boots, though they 
are the prevalent fashion here among the 
woods cruisers. My shoes are of ordinary 
height, strong but not heavy, and made over 
army lasts.- The soles are sparingly studded 
with cone-headed Hungarian nails. Such 
nails still ‘‘bite’’ on rocks and slippery logs 
even after the points wear off, whereas big 
hobnails soon wear slick. Without nails of 
some sort one stands a good chance of break- 
ing his neck in the mountains. 


yITH shoes, leggings are a necessity 
W in a country of greenbriar and rattle- 
snakes. Leather leggings cut an av- 
erage man’s fegs at every stride, in the joint 
under the knee, when knees are bent as they 
must be in climbing. I wear the kind of 
army leggings of canvas that fasten with a 
spiral strap. Laced leggings are abomina- 
tions. 

Now I top off with a ventilated army hat; 
and I'm in full dress for the woods. 

No coat? No, sir; no coat. When I am 
op the go I do not want a coat. I amly wear 
a coat in the woods when I go out for a day 
without a pack 

But if it rains? Then I open my pack- 
sack, and there, on top, is the waterproof 
canvas sheet that is used in the tent as 
ground cloth. To one of its longer edges 
I have sewed two cloth straps with button- 
holes in the ends. There are buttons below, 
on the same edge. I throw the waterproof 
sheet over my shoulders like a cape, after 
putting on the pack sack, and it goes over 
the pack, t@o. The straps croas my chest 
and button, each to the opposite edge. it 
beats a poncho. This is gne of the very 
few combination tricks in ioe that are 
worth a cuss in the woods. 

On my belt is a pigskin pouch with snap 
button fastener. It holds pipe, tobacco and 
a lot of waterproofed matches. A waterproof 
pocket matchbox doesn’t hold half enough 
matches: it is unhandy to get at, and it’s 
easy to lose. 

To waterproof the matches, dip them, one 
at a time, half length, in shellac varnish 
thinned with alcoho! to the right consistency 
found by experiment. Then lay them out 
separately on paper to dry. They ll burn 
regardless of soaking 

On the belt, aleo, is my sheath knife, not 
s Bowie knife. I don’t hunt my bears that 
way. It is of the De Weese pattern, thin 
enough for dressing game and fish, whit- 
tling, slicing bread and bacon, peeling spude; 
and it is correctly shaped for those utilitari- 
an purposes. It has a four-inch blade and 
weighs only three ounces. There is no ex- 
euse for a heavier knife when one has a 
hand-ax in the kit. 


N THE breast pockets of my shirt are a 

compass, a map of the region, U. 8. Geo- 

logical Survey topographical sheet, large 
eeale. with contours, an almanac leaf to show 
the moon's changes for the month, smail 
notebook, half a lead pencil and a pair of 
goggles to keep gnats out of my eyes. When 
one is alone, 40 miles from nowhere, a gnat 
in the eve may be serious. 

In my breeches pockets are only my purse, 
pocket knife, watch and bandana kerchief 
1 don't Hike much in those pockets when 
hiking 

Sometimes I carry a smal! camera on my 
helt. the leather case haring slits cut in the 
back for the belt to elip through. 

At other times, when not 
full-size gun, there may be a 22 automatic 
pistol swinging from the belt. and a little 
pouch for its ammunition. Tt takes the ez- 


ceedingly accurate .22-long rifle cartridge,

not plain long, but long 
rifle. This, with the hollow- 
point bullet, kills smal) 
game neatiy. It im also a 
really formidable thing for 
self-defense. Its stopping 
power exceeds that of a .32. 
My son, George, who is a 
forester in Maine, keeps his 
camp in fresh meat with a 
.22 automatic pistol. He has 
even killed deer with it: 
but at close quarters, of 
course. 

Bowie knives and big- 
bore pistols have no place 
in the woods. They are 
movie stuff. 

In the fall of the year, 
when big game is in 
season, I leave the pistol at 
home and carry a light, 
high-power rifle. In sum- 
mer, if on a fishing trip, 
I take trout tackle. When 
going expressly to take pic- 
tures, a regular  photo- 
graphing outfit, of course. 
You see, it depends on 
what I am going after. I 
never try to do all these 
things on one trip. The 
hunting or fishing or pho- 
tographic kit, as the case 
may be, is an extra, not 
figuring in the pack outfit 
listed below.

The whole kit and caboodle 
stows inside the stout, wa- 
ter-proofed pack sack. 
There is nothing on the 
outside to flop when I! 
march, to catch on ob- 
stacles, or to fall off and 
get lost. 

I have tried many pat- 
terns of knapeacks, ruck- 
sacks, pack frames and 
pack baskets. Each has its 
points. But for the service 
here demanded I prefer the 
one brought out long ago 
by Poirter of Duluth. It is 
sold by various «porting 
g00ds dealers under one or 
other of those two numes, 
or rechristened Minnesota 
or Northwestern, or some- 
thing of the sort. In some 
cases the canvas is not wa- 
terproofed: in many cases 
the thing is fitted with web 
shoulder straps instead of 
leather. Pass both of these 
by. Web straps are prone 
to get like ropes, when wet, 
and they cut the shoul- 
ders. 

The shoulder straps of 
thie pack sack start from 
the center of the back, 
where they are closely 
joined, and not from the 
upper corners. This makes 
the pack hang comfortably 
and keeps it from dragging back, which 
would soon tire the shoulders. 

The ‘‘tump,’’ or head strap, which is a 
band to go across the forehead, is intended 
for heavy portaging. I never use it except 
to relax the shoulders on the march, or in 
crossing dangerous footlogs. In the latter 
case, I get out of the shoulder straps and 
use the tump only. Then, if I should slip, 
I would toss off the pack by a backward 
jerk of the head and run less risk of drown- 
ing or breaking bones in my fall. 


The Duluth pack is very roomy Being 
« simple bag, it is easier to pack and un- 
cack than some other patterns. It rides well 
on a horse, when one gets a lift, and it 
stows weil in @e canoe 

Now the tent What shelter does the 
hiker need” Juaet enough to sleep in and to 
sit up in If you must have a tent big 
enough to stand up in, then you must carry 
several extra pounds. 

The hiker is supposed to keep on the go, 
shifting camp every night or so. He goes 
into rough country, where {deal camp sites 
are few and far between. He cannot afford 
to putter around, fixing this and that, as 
he could in an ordinary camp. So it is essen- 
tial thet bis tent be easy to set up in any 
sort of location. The less time lost in hunt- 
ing poles and pegging down and truing up, 
the better. In some places the only pole he 
can find may be a mere staff, crooked at 
that 

But. whatever the pattern, his little cubby 
should be absolutely rainproof and stanch 
against a high wind. It should also have a 
well-fitting door screen of scrim or bobbi- 
net to keep out mosquitoes and other insect 
peats, as well as to balk snakes, ekunks and 
other vermin, and yet leave the doorway 
open for ventilation 
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The tent here shown is 31-2 feet wide, 
6 1-2 feet long and 6 feet high at the peak. 
That is large enough for comfortable rest at 
night and high enough to sit up and dress 
In, as One would {n a Pullman berth. It ts 
20 low and angling that it will stand up in a 
gale that would knock down any big wall 
tent and send the sleepers scuttling. It has 
door flaps that close the front when a head- 
On storm comes up. It ie so small that it 
requires few tent pegs—you can cut little 
ones from bush crotches at the camp site— 
and it is easy to ditch around when a heavy 
rain threatene. It takes little room in the 
pack. 


ANY light tents are made with sewed- 
M floors. You can get this one sc. 

if you prefer. But bear in mind that 
you must extemporize a mattress of browse 
or dry moses or, at least, ferns or leaves, 
wherever you camp, to soften your bed and 
insulate you againat the boné-searching chil! 
of bare ground. This bedding should be laid 
quite thick. Now, if your tent has a sewed- 
in floor cloth it will not set up true # your 
“Mattress is underneath it."’ Many a time the 
only forest feathers you c&n get will be wet, 
so it won't do to pile them on top of the 
floor cloth. 

My advice is, don't have such a floor. 
Pitch the tent on bare ground, pile your 
browse mattress evenly inside, covering it 
with the water-proofed ground cloth. The 
absence of a floor cloth in the tent itself 
makes the thing easier to fold and less bulky 
in the pack. 

The chief objection to this ready-made 
tent is the cost, $25 in New York, which 
seems absurd for so slight-looking an affair. 
The maker charges for his skiil, for extra 
good material and for a speciaity not else- 
where procurable. 

If one can run a sewing machine he may 
make hig own tent for much less; though I 
warn the amateur that he has a bigger job 
on his bands than he thinks. First, on a 
floor or quite level spot of ground, erect 
perpendicularly a atraight stick exactly as 
high as the tent peak is to be. Then run 
taut cords from tup of stake to ground, one 
for each corner of the tent, one for each 
seam, and othere to where the door flape 
go when closed. This is the skeleton pat- 
terns for measuring by. Your materia! wil! 
be the lightest waterproof cloth—three- 
ounce airplane cloth, if you can get‘it. Or, 
use the closest woven and strongest sheeting 
and then waterproof the finished tent with 
one of the preparations sold for the purpose 
by outfitters and mail-order houses. 


The illustration shows the tent set up with 
a single pole in the doorway If you fit 
the peak with a galvanized ring and 15 feet 
of 3-16-inch cotton rope, you can suspend 
the tent from a tripod of poles outside, and 
so leave the doorway unobstructed. 

The next problem is how to sleep warm- 
ly with the mercury at freezing point, or 
below, and with only five pounds of bed- 
ding. You can't do it with a bianket, nor 
with two of them, sleeping alone. Hence 
the sleeping bag, of pattern here shown. 


It was designed by Major Anthony Fiala, 
the Arctic explorer. The materia! is a pecul- 
larly woven fabric called No-hide Fur, which 
may be described as sheepskin without the 
weight and imperviousness of the leather. 
Although the bag weighs only five pounds, 
and bulks no larger than a good blanket, 
it is warmer than two army blankets for 
sieeping alone. Its side flaps tuck in around 
neck and shoulders. The material is porous. 
allowing bodily moisture to evaporate freely 
through it. and that is one of the secrets of 
its extraordinary warmth for the weight. 
By the way, to sleep warm always take off 
the underwear worn during the day and 
change to the spare set carried in the pack. 
A dry garment is much warmer than a damp 


one. 


HE problem of sleeping dry and warm 
is solved, then, by the co-operation of 
tent. browse mattress, ground cloth 
and sleeping bag. each of which is properly 
adjusted to the other 
For temperatures of 30 degrees and be- 
low, keep up an all-night fire directly in 
front of the open door of the tent. Here is 
little trai] ax is indispensable. 
Use hardwood Green wood lasta ionger 
than seasoned stuff. Shun spitfire woods 
The trail ax is specially designed and of 
good stee!. It hasan 18-inch handle, nearly 
straight You can't do any real chopping 
with a shorter handle With a two- 
pound ax I have often felled and logged up 
a night’s supply of hickory, oak, dogwood, 
up to eight-inch thickness, birch and ash 
up to tep-incb. On occasions it has saved

Y COOKING kit is luxurious, having 

two pots instead of just one trifling 

tea-brewer. I like to live well in the 
woods, and I can’t keep house there without 
two good pots, one for coffee or tea, the 
ether for cereals and stews. This kit is un- 
orthodox in that the pots do not nest. They 
go dSottom to bottom in a cylindrical bag, 
being each of one-quart capacity. No room 
is wasted, for each pot is a container for 
foodstuffs when packing. Since pots used 
over an open fire are always sooty biack, 
this way of stowage is cleaner than nesting 
the pots. 

I don’t Ifke aluminum frying pans, the 
thin ones made for campers. Steel is bet- 
ter. The pan here shown has the best fold- 
ing handle I ever saw. It's inventor was 
inspired. 


Don't burn your mouth with an aluminum 
cup. Seamless tin or enamel is the thing. 
But aluminum is the stuff for plates, Decause 
it does hold heat. The plate serves as frying 
pan eover when cooking. 

My first-aid kit is very compact, but it is 
quite enough, containing three mercuro- 
chrome swabs, gause bandage, three com- 
presses, smal) spool of sinc -oxide plaster and 
a few tablets each of cascara, aspirin and 
strychnine. A small blade of the pocket 
knife is kept clean and homed to a razor edge 
for surgical purposes. The neckerchief as 
a ligature, the knife to open the wound 
freely, and strychnine for the heart and res- 
piration, will conquer most cases of snake- 
bite. 

The ditty pouch contains smal! scissors; 
thread, awl point, waxed ends, buttons, 
safety pins, shoe laces and assorted fish- 
lines, hooks, sinkers, flies, to “fish for the 
pot’ when regular tackle is pot carried. 
It’s a poor day when I can’t get all the trout 
I can eat from the headwaters of our moun- 
tain streams, with just a schoolboy’s primi- 
tive tackle. 

The allowance of food is plenty for a man 
working hard in the woods and having no 
time to fish or hunt. Ff he did add game 
or fish he could keep to the woods ver; 
comfortably for another day or two, 

lt will be noticed that there is no canned 
food on the list except milk. I do not think 
there is any canned stuff worth toting on a 
walking trip except milk, baked beans and 
spaghetti. On a longer trip I might add two 
or three cans of these for variety sake. De 
hydrated fruits and vegetables are good 
when the hike is to last a week or so. 


ANY emile at the notion of carrying 
Yue on such a trip. Butter has 

more fuel value for its weight than 
any other food substance except lard. It 
is the most concentrated form of palatable 
nourishment. Carry it in a pry-up tin. If 
it melts, let it melt; then, when you reach 
camp, put it in the spring or brook. 


I have even carried fresh eggs far into 
the wilderness, in my pack. They taste bet- 
ter on a mountain top, 40 miles from a hen, 
than anywhere else. Make emall carton 
with divisions, in the ordinary way, dat of 
very strong cardboard. Put the eggs in it, 
stuff odd corners with soft paper or cotton, 
and stow the carton inside a fold of the 
sleeping bag. . 

With milk, butter and eggs, what a va- 
riety can be added to the camp menu! Try 
to do without all of them for a few days in 
the home kitchen, and see where you come 
out. Good cooking ts better appreciated in 
camp and on the trail than it Is at home. 

In the storeroom back of my office hangs 
the pack sack, always ready. Hard by are 
all the other articles of my woods equip- 
ment, even to the little bags and so forth 
that grub is packed in. There comes a day 
when I sicken of the town. 


From my window there ils ever present 
the living picture of the tree-clad moup- 
tains. It beckons. I slam the book shut. 
cover the typewriter. grab my hat and go 
to a shop across the way. In 20 minutes I'm 
back with everything you'll find on my faod 
list. In 16 more, everything te packed. At 
the end of an hour, I'm dressed for the 
woods and the pack is on my back. 

Two hours of exzhilirating walk, and I'm 
beyond all settlements of men. Footloose 
and free. Free to go whither I will, stop 
when and where I please, do anything that 
mood and fancy suggest. Three days of 
absolute freedom: my life and happiness in 
my own handa!'
